periences of  the  school  and  the  actualities  of  life. 

Expert  supervision — made  possible  to  all  towns 
through  the  system  of  unions  of  towns  with  state 
aid. 

Community  support      The  school  building  a  social  center,  used  under  the 
and  interest: — leadership  of  teacher  and  superintendent  to  pro- 
mote all  the  educational  interests  of  the  com- 
munity. 

The  foregoing  program  is  not  radical.  It  involves  only  the  fundamental 
points  of  a  good  school  system.  There  is  no  reason  why  all  these  factors  may 
not  soon  be  realized  by  all  communities  as  they  are  already  realized  by  some.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Citizens  of  Greenwood: 

I  herewith  subm.i1  my  firsl  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools.  Because  my  duties  here  began  'July  1,  1915, 
i  shall  deal  chiefly  with  the  work  of  the  Last  two  terms,  and 
our  present  needs. 

At  a  meeting  held  early  in  the  summer  the  schoolboard 
voted  to  furnish  do  conveyance  and  to  reduce  teachers' 
wages  in  order  to  maintain  the  schools  thirty  weeks  as  re- 
quired by  Law  and  yet  not  overdraw  the  amount  available 
Tor  common  schools.  The  maximum  weekly  wage  of  teach- 
ers was  fixed  at  $12.00,  and  the  minimum  at  $8.00.  Six 
schools  had  failed  to  maintain  an  average  attendance  of 
eight  and  a  special  town  meeting  was  necessary  to  open 
them  since  no  provision  had  been  made  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing for  this  exigency. 

Our  teaching  force  largely  new  last  fall  numbers  elev- 
en and  all  have  remained  through  the  winter  term.  Nor- 
mal graduates  were  assigned  to  Locke's  Mills  Grammar  and 
to  Greenwood  City.  The  teachers  of  Locke's  Mills  Pri- 
mary and  Tubb's  Schools  have  attended  summer  schools. 
All  four  of  these  have  two  or  more  years  experience.  Of 
the  others  four  have  from  two  to  fifteen  terms  experience 
and  three  are  inexperienced. 

The  work  done  in  nearly  all  the  schools  has  been  as 
good  as  we  could  reasonably  expect.  Every  teacher  has 
labored  diligently  and  conscientiously,  seeking  to  promote 
the  welfare  of  her  pupils.  Though  some  are  handicapped 
by  lack  of  training  yet  each  has  shown  that  she  is  willing 
to  help  and  be  helped.  The  Superintendent  has  yet  to  re- 
ceive his  first  complaint  from  a  parent  about  any  of  the 
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eight  new  teachers  engaged.  The  work  at  Locke's  Mills 
in  both  rooms  has  been  especially  good.  Of  an  enrollment 
of  29  in  the  Grammar  room  15  were  not  absent  half  a  day 
and  the  high  average  of  28.12  was  maintained  for  the  win- 
ter term.  In  addition  to  her  regular  work  the  teacher  has 
been  aiding  two  boys  in  high  school  studies.  It  is  with  much 
regret  that  we  are  obliged  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Uuth  Farrington  to  take  effect  at  once  and  that  of  Miss 
Jett'erds  at  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

The  State  of  Maine  course  of  study  was  adopted  be- 
ginning with  the  fall  term  and  has  been  followed  except 
where  local  needs  seemed  to  demand  certain  changes.  In 
order  that  scholars  might  have  more  knowledge  of  their  own 
town,  its  neighbors  and  the  state  in  general,  U  S.  Geologi- 
cal Survey  maps  and  a  Maine  Register  have  been  placed  in 
tlie  schools  at  the  small  cost  of  twelve  cents  per  school. 
The  same  methods  of  reading  and  writing  have  been  con- 
tinued and  the  same  kinds  of  text-books  have  been  used 
that  were  used  last  year.  Teachers  and  pupils  have  added 
materially  to  the  equipment  of  their  schools  by  furnishing 
a  bookcase,  door  mat,  sanitary  water  jar,  busy  work,  books, 
pictures,  etc.  Hot  lunches  have  been  served  at  noon  at  the 
Bryant,  Tubb's  and  Locke's  Mills  schools. 

One  meeting  of  all  of  the  teachers  was  held  at  Locke's 
Mills.  Every  teacher  had  something  worth  while  to  say 
and  the  result  was  a  very  valuable  interchange  of  ideas. 
A  parent-teacher  association  was  organized  at  Locke's  Mills. 
Article  11  of  the  constitution  reads,  "Its  object  shall  be 
to  bring  into  closer  relations  the  home  and  the  school,  that 
parent  and  teacher  may  cooperate  intelligently  in  the  edu- 
cation of  the  child."  All  who  are  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  children  whether  parent  or  not  are  welcome  to  the  meet- 
ings. We  hope  to  extend  similar  work  to  other  parts  of 
the  town. 

REPAIRS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

The  school  board  following  its  custom  assumed  control 
of  the  larger  repairs.  The  schoolhouse  and  shed  at  Green- 
wood Center  were  shingled  and  a  new  stove  replaced  the 
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Old  One.  Minor  repairs  were  made  at  most  of  the  other 
schools.  The  jml  i(jiialc(l  seals  and  desks  al  Nos.  1,  7,  ami 
9  should  he  replaced  by  modern  ones  il*  schools  are  to  he 
maintained  (here.     A   more  sanitary  method  of  providing 

water  for  drinking  purposes  should  be  provided  lor  every 

School.  This  would  cost  LeSS  than  $2.00  per  school.  ShiiiL1 
ling  will  l»c  necessary  w  ithin  a  year  or  two  at  Nos.  4  and  !). 

SCHOOL  ACCOUNTS. 

Every  school  hill  of  which  I  have  any  knowledge  in- 
cluding secondary  school  tuition  has  heen  fully  paid  to  the 
cud  of  the  winter  term.  Locke's  .Mills  schools  were  main- 
tained a  week  longer  than  the  others  thereby  causing  a  small 
overdraft.  They  will  therefore  have  an  eleven  week  spring 
term  and  the  others  twelve.  The  amount  charged  for  tu- 
ition for  pupils  from  other  towns  in  Greenwood  schools  is 
now  forty  cents  the  week  for  each  pupil.  By  this  means  an 
increase  of  nearly  $40.00  was  added  to  the  common  school 
funds.  The  State  recognized  our  needs  and  increased  the 
equalization  fund  by  $100.00.  School  accounts  are  open  at 
all  times  to  the  inspection  of  any  citizen  of  Greenwood. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

4  At  its  last  meeting  the  Superintending  School  Com- 
mittee voted  to  recommend  that  the  town  raise  the  fol- 
lowing amounts : 

For  common  schools,       .  $1,550.00 
For  text-books,  125.00 
For  repairs,  supplies  and  appliances,  150.00 
For  tuition  in  secondary  schools,  whatever 
sum  the  Superintendent  deemed  necessary. 
Because   of  a  probable   large  increase  of 
high  school  pupils  I  recommend,  $200.00 
In  the  interest  of  efficiency  and  economy  and  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  pupils  themselves,  I  recommend  that 
the  question  of  maintaining  those  schools  where  the  av- 
erage attendance  is  below  eight  be  left  to  the  decision  of 
the  schoolboard.    No  Greenwood  school  should  be  main- 
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tained  for  less  than  five  pupils. 

Any  suggestions  looking  to  the  betterment  of  our 
schools,  or  their  more  economical  maintenance  will  be  glad- 
ly received.  In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have 
contributed  in  any  way  to  providing  better  educational  op- 
portunities for  the  boys  and  girls  of  Greenwood  and  to 
especially  thank  the  members  of  the  Superintending  School 
Committee  for  the  aid  they  have  rendered.
